Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for crotonoyi thiol e^ers-cfotenoytxliluildc lu 
synthesized by reaction of an alcohol which has been converted to a sulfhydnde or 
mercaptoproprionate wherein the alcohol is a member of the Markush group recited in 
claim 1 , does not reasonably provide enablement for any member of the Markush 
group in claim 1. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants claim a crotonyl thiol ester of any 
member of the Markush group in claim 1 but disclose how to make only those esters 
formed by the above recited reaction. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 appears to be identical to claim 2. In claims 1 and 2 "A crotonyl esters" 
is indefinite. In claim 2 "artificial tanning agents is recited twice. 

No claims allowed.
